COUNTY SCHOOL 
NURSE PROPOSED 
Correll Outlines Plan 


For Co-operation 


By Patrons. 


County 
Superintendent 
Jesse 
Correll Wednesday was giving con- 
sideration to a plan which may 
eventually lead to obtaining a full- 
time nurse for Lancaster county's 
rural schools. At the present time, 
the Red Cross allots a nurse to the 
rural schools for six weeks' each 
winter, 
but 
there is no county 
nurse. 
Correll is working with city offi- 
cials and 
school authorities 
in 
seeking to formulate a unified 
county-city h e al t h department. 
Such 
an 
organization, however, 


will not extend far enough to an- 
swer the needs for a regular nurse 
in the rural schools. Correll said. 
Neither is the period of time de- 
voted by the Red Cross nurse suf- 
ficient to meet the needs for pre- 
ventative health education, accord- 
ing to the county superintendent. 
The plan being studied by the 


county superintendant involves a 
co-operative effort on the part of 
the patrons of the schools who 
will benefit from the engagement 
of a full time nurse. Correll fore- 
sees no other source of funds 
"It is my thought this might be 
put 
over 
with 
funds 
gathered 
through 
s p e cial entertainments 
presented by the school early in 
the fall term." the superintendent 
explained. "It would take about 
$20 for each school, though I do 
not think it would be fair to ask 
more than $1 a pupil for schools 
where there are less than twenty 
pupils." 


It would take about $2.000 for 
tiie salary, traveling expenses and 
other costs incidental to keeping a 
full-time nurse each year, Correll 
estimates. He believes this can be 
raised under the plan he suggests 
from the 127 rural schools in the 
county. 


A nurse engaged under this plan 
would spend her full time, under 
the program outlined by Correll in 
preventative health 
education. 
'There is a distinct need for such 
work in the county," Correll de- 
clared.

Bryan Claims 


Saved Farmers 


Quarter Billion 


Delayed Tax Date Aided 


Holding Of Crops 


For Price Rise. 


Credit for saving the farmers of 


Nebraska $250,000,000 in two months 
is claimed by Governor Bryan. 


The basis of his estimate is the 


bill which he suggested to the leg- 
islature just before its final ad- 
journment on May 9; and which it 
passed, postponing the delinquent 
date on real estate taxes this year 
from May 17 to July 1. 
"That emergency measure 
en- 


abled farmers to hold their graJn 
instead of being forced to sell it in 
the spring to get money for their 
taxes," Mr. Bryan declared. "Later 
the prices rose to a much higher 
level and when they did sell, they 
made enough on the advance to 
pay all taxes in Nebraska for five 
years in advance." 
The 1932 annual report of State 


Tax Commissioner Smith 
shows 
that taxes levied for all purposes in 
the state for that year aggregated 
$50,000,000, in round numbers. For 
previous years the 
amount was 
greater being above $56.000,000 in 
1831 
and more than $58,000,000 In 


1930.Taking $50,000,000 as the-annual 
average, however, the total taxes 
for five years would be $250,000,000, 
and that is what the governor fig- 
ures he saved the farmers by pro- 
posing a 
bill to the 
legislature 


which put off the delinquent tax 
date till after the grain and stock 
markets had their big splurge. 


Some capitol attaches however, 


point out that a great many farm- 
ers had already paid their taxes be- 
fore the governor sent his bill to 
the solons. presumably selling their 
wheat and corn to get the money 
before prices went tip very much.

Margin Is Small. 
"Fourth, although it appears at 
this writing that the requisite num- 
ber of signatures may fall slightly 
short, the margin, is so very small 
the committee is persuaded that the 
time limit alone will be responsible 
for this. The fact that in a trine 
over two weeks the city has been 
organized, workers 
enlisted, the 
canvass made, and the necessary 
number of signatures missed by so 
narrow a margin If at all is evi- 
dence that with a very little more 
time the task could, have been suc- 
cessfully acomplished. and that the 
heart of Lincoln is still on the right 
side of this question. 
"Fifth, the canvass reveals the 


fact that there are many people in 
Lincoln who are "dry.*' who are not 
convinced that 3.2 beer is intoxicat- 
ing: but who are unalterably op- 
posed to the repeal of the constitu- 
tional amendment. 


"Sixth, the canvass 
has been 


eminently worth while not alone in 
what has been accomplished: but in 
what it has revealed of strength 
and interest on the part of those 
who regret to see Lincoln forced 
to take a backward step—a step 
that turns back the dial of time a 
hundred years, when beer was sold 
in grocery stores, out of which it 
was" finally driven and the Ameri- 
can saloon was born."

plane arrived. Generally acknowl- 
edged to be one of the strongest 
members of the Machado admin- 
istration, he does not figure in the 
speculation over the possible suc- 
cession to the chief executive's post 
as he is ineligible because of his 
Italian birth. 


Police and secret service guards 


were thick around the dock when 
Ferrara's plane came in. 


The most important of the poli- 
ticians on hand accompanied 
the 
secretary of state to the presi- 
dential palace, where he remained 
only a few minutes. 
It was said 


he had departed for his own de- 
partment. 


Although the government 
an- 
nounced that the strike, which for 
days has tied up transportation 
and many other industries, had 
been broken by meeting the de- 
mands of labor, streetcars 
and 


omnibuses did not function today. 
The strike went on as before. 


HAVANA Aug. 9—CAP)—Presi- 
dent Machado considered mediators' 
proposals today that he leave a po- 
litical scene of bloodshed, strikes 
and passive revolution, while his 
followers raised a cry of national- 
ism and independence. 
"I am and I continue being presi- 
dent of Cuba in the plenitude of all 
my constitutional prerogatives." said 
Machado in reply to a formula pre- 
sented to him by United States Am- 
bassador Stunner Welles, acting for 
a commission seeking to settle po- 
litical differences. 


But Mr Welles said mediation was 
not ended, even though the presi- 
dent was reported as having told his 
liberal party leaders that he would 
not ask congress for a leave of ab- 
sence, deemed necessary by the me- 
diators for re-establishing peace 
In the face of a chaotic condi- 
tion induced by a general 
strike 
and the resulting 
food 
shortage, 
furthermore, the house of repre- 
sentatives was scheduled to meet 
at 6 p. m., to consider a resolution 
by Salvador Garcia Ramos, a, lib- 
eral, condemning Welles' consulta- 
tions about peace with government 
and opposition 
representatives as 


prejudicial 
to 
Cuban 
autonomy 
and asking Latin-American nations 
to support Cuba's ideal of inde- 
pendence. 
Intervention Is Seen. 
Many liberal leaders were frank 
in saying Machado's rejections of 
the peace plan might invite Ameri- 
can intervention. 
Meanwhile, the government an- 
nounced it had granted labor's de- 
mands and the backbone of the 
widespread strike which for days 
has tied up transportation and 
many other industries would be 
broken today. 
It was learned on reliable au- 
thority, however, that the 
central 


strike committee was informed by 
delegates from various unions they 
would not consent to return to worK 
while constitutional 
guarantees ot 
freedom remained suspended. 
Patrols of policemen and guards 


were continued 
today, after the 
witndrawal of soldiers, as the deatn 
toll from violent acts continued to 
mount. Two policemen were killed 
and two others were wounded here 
last night in gunfire from an un- 
identified automobile. 
In Manzanlllo, a workman and a 


policeman were killed and several 
were injured wnen authorities broke 
up a riot. Monday night 21 per- 
sons were killed and at least 146 
wounded in a demonstration here 
after a false report was issued say- 
Ing Machado had quit.

Rabies Danger Causes 


Mayor To Issue 


Regulations. 


Mayor 
Fleming Wednesday is- 


sued an executive order muzzling 
all dogs not on the premises of the 
owner. If not muzzled, dogs must 
be on leash. Unmuzzled dogs caught 
running at large will be classified 
as strays regardless of whether they 
wear 1933 license tags. The order 
probably will hold for thirty days. 


The mayor's order was issued on 


advice of Dr. M. F. Arnholt, health 
superintendent, and E. A. Gehrke, 
superintendent of the humane so- 
ciety, to prevent 
the 
spread of 
rabies, especially 
among children. 


Rabies in Lincoln was said by the 
two officials, to be five times worse 
than has ever been known here. 


Authority for the executive order 


is contained in an ordinance regu- 
lating the harboring and licensing 
of dogs. The statute makes it mand- 
atory voon the chief executive, as 
a measui? of public safety, to issue 
a proclamation- ordering the ani- 
mals confined to the premises of 
the owner, or muzzled, when, in his 
opinion, danger from rabies is im- 
minent. 


According to Gehrke within the 
last two months at least seven dogs 
have had rabies. Four of them bit 
one or more people. 
Last month, 


four dogs died from rabies 
while 


confined at the 
humane 
society 
shelter. Another was killed Satur- 
day evening after having attacked 
a woman and. a child, he said 
Since, both Dr. Amholt and Gehrke 
have made an intensive search for 
the woman without success. 
In conference with the city coun- 


cil Tuesday afternoon. Dr. Arnholt 
and Gehrke estimated that at least 
fifteen persons have been bitten by 
mad dogs this summer. 
All have 


been treated except the one woman. 
Eight of the fifteen were children, 
Dr. Arnholt declared. 
Urging the "seriousness of condi- 
tions." Gehrkc recommended that 
the council provide funds for the 
compulsory vaccination of every dog 
in the city against rabies. The csst 
will be less than the health depart- 
ment is now spending for treat- 
ment following attacks by rabid 
dogs, he declared. As there are in 
excess of 3.000 licensed dogs in th? 
city, the mayor and the council be- 
lieved that muzzling would te the 
better policy. 
Dr. Amholt explained that treat- 
ment of humans with vaccine re- 
quires an Injection a day for four- 
teen days, at a cost of $16.50. Thus 
far this season serums have cost the 
health department more than $100. 
he declared. 
Persons who have been bitten by 


dogs should be treated at once Dr. 
Arnholt said. If they wait until 
rabies symptoms begin to show. It 
may be too late. Free treatment i' 
provided at the health department 
for those unable to pay.

The profit to be derived from kid- 
naping might, in the opinion of kid- 
napers, be more than offset by the 
certainty of death in case of detec- 
tion. Several states. Florida, Mis- 
souri, and others make death the 
punishment for kidnapers, and Gov- 
ernor Lehman of New York recom- 
mends such a law. 


Thanks to the new United States 
law against kidnaping, a woman was 
arrested in New Jersey Tuesday ac- 
cused of sending a th'reatening let- 
ter to a father who had recently em- 
ployed her as nurse for his daugh- 
ter. 


It read "leave $50.000 in silver at 
main gate at midnight August 2 or 
your daughter's head will be cut 
off." 


Whoever sent that was not famil- 
iar with metallic values and their 
weights, $50,000 worth of silver at 
present prices would weigh 
about 


800 pounds, not easily delivered by 
the father or carried away by the 
kidnaper. 


More important than this news is 
the fact that the United States at- 
torney general's office has made ar. 
rangements that will make kidnap- 
ing hereafter extremely dangerous, 
with probability of conviction in- 
creased at least one thousand per 
cent.

YOUTH AND DEMOCRACY. 


"•T IS an unusual meeting which is scheduled for 
•"• Kansas City the closing two days of August and 
the first day of September. More than 15,000 dele- 
gates and guests are expected to attend the first na- 
tional gathering of the Young Democratic clubs of 
America, the official youth organization of the dem- 
ocratic party, initiated by Jouett Shouse two years 
ago and meeting for the first time at the national 
convention in Chicago a year ago last June. 


There is nothing remarkable in the fact that the 


democratic party has drawn to its ranks a large por- 
tion of youth. It has been upon youth that the 
crisis developing during republican rule fell heavily. 
Thousands of ycung men and young women, leaving 
colleges and universities, found their hopes and ex- 
pectations baffled and smashed by an inability to 
find places for themselves in business. It has been 
a crushing blow to many of them. Until they were 
finished with their education, mercifully enough it 
had never occurred to them that the world did not 
need them, either as manual laborers or in white 
collar jobs. They were so certain, so sure, so san- 
guine that when they were ready to step forth op- 
portunity would be beckoning, that it has taken them 
through a hard struggle to readjust themselves to 
the actual facts. 


We take it that primarily an interest in a govern- 


ment which will revive the old legend of a land of 
opportunity is responsible for their activity in poli- 
tics. It in no way detracts from the welcome inter- 
est they reveal to suggest that it is inspired by the 
hope of material reward. There should be enough 
of a different type of selfishness among all classes 
of citizenship as to enlist the hearty support for gov- 
ernmental management which will insure prosperous 
and stabilized conditions. But it also is imaginable 
that these young people—not only those gathering in 
Kansas City, but hundreds of thousands scattered 
throughout the 
country — possess that blended 


spirit which mixes ideals and idealism with realities 
to produce the highest devotion to humanitarian 
philosophy. These young people want a better world. 
They want a world free of the ghastly mistakes and 
the tragic wrongs of yesterday. They want a gov- 
ernment which has in mind fundamental concep- 
tions of a socially enlightened America. They want 
a country in which poverty is minimized- as much as 
is humanly possible, in which the bold spirit Is will- 
ing to face new conditions, in which it is possible 
for people to live simply but comfortably and se- 
curely. 


The democratic party until two years ago never 


was a young people's party essentially. In the years 
which gave birth to the republican party, it was the 
flaming spirit of youth which responded most readily 
to the Ideals of Lincoln. And although the era of 
Hanna ushered in a period during which deeply- 
dyed conservatism gained absolute mastery of the 
republican party, never again to be routed except 
under Teddy Roosevelt, youth remained in its ranks 
and continued to supply the recruits for its leaders. 


Not the least of the undertakings of the demo- 


cratic party In the last year has been this effort to 
cement the covenant which it made with youth. 
There will be old heads there at Kansas City—gray 
beards, battle scarred—bearing the honorable wounds 
of long struggle, and while these old veterans will be 
welcome, will be acclaimed joyously, will be honored 
and feted, the underlying surging currents of that 
convention will be youth—irresistible youth—youth 
unafraid—youth dauntless and undiscouraged. Such 
a meeting i« a matter of inspiration, not only for 
those who participate, but for all. It means there 
is here in America that unquenchable spirit for 
clean and honest government, for warm hearted and 
sympathetic government, for government which per- 
petuates the ideals of democracy. Need it be said 
that those ideals come nearer satisfying the craving 
that. Is buried In human heart* than any other ex- 
pression of governmental aims.

OUR NATIONAL SUGAR SUPPLY. 


DO YOU remember when you paid 25 cents a 


pound for sugar? That was along in 1919, be- 


'ore European beet sugar production had got back on 
.ts feet after the World war. Cuban refiners then 
iad "the world by the tail" and were able to squeeze 
;he people of all countries for a price eight or ten 
times as much as their normal cost of production. 
And they made us all pay the limit. 


It is just as well to keep that situation in mind 


now in connection with the proposal to limit acre- 
age and production of beet and cane sugar in the 
United States. New York capitalists who have in- 
vested their money in Cuban plantations and refin- 
ing mills desire, of course, that this be done, so that 
the American people will have to buy more of their 
product. These are the same fellows who put the 
screws on us 14 years ago when they had everything 
their own way. 


The most effective means of preventing such a 


condition again arising is to develop the home sug- 
ar industry. At this time, only one-fourth of the 
sugar consumed in this country is produced here. 
The other three-fourths 
comes from Cuba, Porto 


Rico, Hawaii, and the Philippines. We are depend- 
ent on Cuba for approximately half of the outside 
supply. 


If the island should now be plunged into Civil war, 


as is threatened, we shall have to look elsewhere for 
filling our needs. This means that prices will go up 
and the United States, as a consuming rather than 
a producing nation, will have to pay the piper. 


It would be a serious mistake for our government 


to place any restraint on the growing of sugar beets 
and cane in the United States. The country should 
have an assured source of supply, which will mean 
moderate and stabilized prices for consumers, instead 
of having the market subjected to violent fluctua- 
tions by periodical insurrections elsewhere. 


A HITCH-HIKER AND HIS PANTS. 


npHE visit of a Wisconsin man to the century of 
M. progress exposition at Chicago this week re- 
vealed two exploits. The first was that this man, A. 
B. Johnson of Clintonville, Wis., hitch-hiked to Chi- 
cago to see the world's fair of 1893. The second Is 
that when Mr. Johnson visited the fair this year he 
wore the same pair of trousers which he had on 
when he hiked to the fair forty years ago. 


It's questionable whether the most credit should 


go to the man or to the pants. 


Hitch-hiking was something forty years ago. There 


was plenty of hiking in it for in those days there 
were no obliging motorists to -pick up the pedestrian. 
If it were to be believed that Mr. Johnson is respon-

FORECLOSURE AGAIN. 
IN NEW YORK state. Governor Lehman has called 


upon the state legislature for prompt action to 


save the distressed property owners now confronted 
with foreclosure. Governor Lehman does not pro- 
pose a general moratorium, but instead, a morator- 
ium until a year hence on principal mortgage pay- 
ments where taxes, interest, and other 
obligations 


have been met. 


That is the most sensible proposal that has been 


presented to any legislature. Here in the central 
west, some of the legislation enacted while only fair 
and just to thousands of honest and upright farm- 
ers and home owners has been utilized by others not 
so conscientious to defeat the creditor in his rights.

more freely exposed to the air dur- 
ing the hot weather. See to it that 
the eliminating powers of the skin 
are not obstructed. Two or three 
spongings a day with lukewarm 
water with a little baking soda ' 
'teaspoon or less to a Dint> will not ! 
be too much, and will keep me: 
skin in good condition and help the 
heat loss. After drying the baby 
should be powdered liberally with 
ordinary cornstarch. 


It is emphasized that the water 
should be lukewarm. Not cold! In 
the treatment of sunstroke the em- 
ployment of ice or ice cold water 
results in shock more severe than 
the prostration itself—It adds ahock 
to shock. The best results are ob- 
tained when the water is not too 
chilled, and also when the water is 
thrown on the body with some i 
force, as from a hose. This latter j 
fact may be imitated In the case i 
of the baby, by pouring the bath j 
water over it from a small garden' 
watering can with fine perforations 
in the nozzle. 


The rule about cold water is ap- 
plicable to sea or lake bathing of 
very young children Children un- 
der five years of age should never 
become immersed in water under a 
temperature of 65 degrees Fahren- 
heit. Nor should children under 
ten be allowed to go in and out of 
the water all day longr. Along the 
wanner beaches an hour or two at 
the water's edge in the morning or 
afternoon is quite enough. It is dis- 
tinctly dangerous to allow a child 
to remain in the water until the 
lips and finger nails are blue.

Further Concessions 


Kansans Depend 
On Legislature. 


While the N e b r a s k a-K a n s a • 


"truck war" is dying down, accord- 
Ing to A. C. Tilley, maintenace en- 
gineer in the state highway depart- 
ment, 
further 
concessions 
from 
Kansas cannot be expected until ac- 
tion is taken by the legislature of 
that state. 


Tilley. who was appointed by 


Governor Bryan to negotiate with, 
Kansas for settlement of the "truck 
war," has been investigating agree- 
ments between various states as to 
the licensing of autos. 


Nebraska is one of the few states 


which has a full reciprocity law. It 
was passed by the legislature this 
year and permits Nebraska to make 
the same charges on trucks from 
another state that are made by that 
state for Nebraska trucks. 


Kansas-Nebraska Reciprocity. 
Kansas and Nebraska are reci- 


procal now on farm owned trucks 
hauling products of the owner all 
trucks hauling farm products in the 
raw state including butter; trucks 
of merchants or tradesmen deliver- 
ing their own goods or merchandise 
in their own trucks from any city 
in one state into the other state 
within a radius of 25 miles. 
This 


leaves commercial trucks generally 
out in the cold. 


Colorado is reciprocal on truc-t 


owners hauling their own goods, but 
trucks hauling for hire must pur- 
chase & license to cover Colorado's 
ton mile tax. Refunds will be al- 
lowed if monthly reports arc sub- 
mitted and the ton mile tax falls 
below the cost of the license. This i* 
as reciprocal as Colorado's present 
laws permit. 


Wyoming, where Nebraska truck- 
ers often have come to grief, has no 
provisions for reciprocity in Its laws. 


Although reciprocal on the license. 


Missouri 
demands 
that 
trucks 
hauling for hire get a permit from 
the public service commission. This 
often has been difficult. 
The permit is ptrn.ar.ent but a 
common carrier must pay yearly 
fees based on the actual •weighl- 
carTylne capacity. Persons hauiing 
their own goods or having trucks 
with a capacity of less than a ton 
and a half do not need a permit. 
South Dakota is reciprocal on "lic- 
enses for 90 days except to intra- 
state haulers.
